as well, It is intended that the pre on being allowed to fall should strike the 
street, and enter the interstices |! on the causeway stones between the rails, 
thus causing the car to stop instantaneously. 

The Monkland Tron and Coal Company held their second ordinary 
meeting here yesterday, when the directors’ report was not considered satisfactory, 
and the Chairman, in moving itsadoption (which was after a long discussion agreed 
to), owned that while the ‘ prospectus anticipated a profit of 110,000/., the profit 
and loss account showed a profit of only 1,491/., or 48,509/. less than was estimated. 
The result of their year’s operations had been that, in place of having met their

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full advance they seek is not granted they will at once apply for 
another 10 per cent. Inthe present unsettled state of affairs the 
masters Will not, we think, be disposed to give 15 at present, unless 
they are very hard pressed. There were signs at the close of last week that trouble 
might be ex pecte in the event of the advance not being given. In several instances 
collieries stood idle for a day or two, the men apparently being glad of the opportnu- 
nity to indulge ina few days laziness. Some masters, to prevent the stopping of 
their works, gave the 15 per cent., and others induced their men to go in by pro- 
mising to give 15 if the others did. The disquiet in trade which we have reported 
for several weeks still prevails. Many colliery masters affirm that we shall see lower 
prices very soon, but few are disposed to place somuch confidence in their prophecies 
as to enter into long contracts. 

The returns of Coal sent to the metropolis from Lancashire by the 
London and North Western Railway during the month of February show that 
while 11 tons were sent in January, 77,883 were sent in February. ‘Thedifference 
must de attributed to the New Years’ holidays, which always seriously interfere 
with the output of coalin this district.

The joint executive committees of the National and Amalgamated 
Association of Miners, at a meeting held in Manchester this week, passed resolu- 
tions advising the miners not to take the responsibility upon themselves of prop- 
ping working places, and pledging the Association to oppose any special rule re- 
lieving employers from such responsibility. It was further resolved that nothing 
less than a resident certified manager for every single colliery would satisfy the 
miners, and the usual motions were submitted in favour of weekly pays, without 
any deductions whatever. 








REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


March 20.—The South Staffordsiire Iron Trade is, for the moment, 
in a state of suspense, owing to the ineffectual effort made at a 
meeting of ironmasters and delegates on Monday last to adjust the 
wages difliculty. The masters offered to guarantee the existing 
rate of wages (12s. 6d. per ton for puddling) for three, six, or nine 
months, as the men may desive,and the delegates firmly and unani- 
mously refused the offer. Aa adjourned meeting is to be held next 
Monday, when the matter will be finally settled. Under these cir- 
cumstances ironmasters are reluctant to accept orders, and the busi- 
ness transacted during the week has been of an unimportant cha- 
racter. Quotations, which for the reason just assigned must be 
regarded as to a great extent merely nominal, remain firm on the 
basis of 167. to 16/. 12s. 6d. for marked bars of the first class ; 15/. to 
15/7. 10s, for medium brands; and 14/, for common, with propor- 
tionate rates for other descriptions of finished iron. Sheets are in 
strong request, but manufacturers book orders with great reluctance 
just now, even at the remarkably high rate of 21 for ordinary 
singles. The export deman] for hoops and other ¢lasses of iron is 
quieter, especially on United States account. Advices just to hand 
report that the quotation standard of the American iron market is 
3/, per ton below that of South Staffordshire. Under such circum- 
stances it isno wonder that the demand has received a temporary 
check. The pig-iron market is firm at 82. 5s. for best brands of na- 
tive all-mine,and proportionate rates for the lower qualities. Cold- 
blast iron of Shropshire make stands at 92. to 92. 4s. per ton, 

The Coal Trade continues exceedingly buoyant, the supply being 
inadequate to the demand, Relief in this direction will, however, 
probably be afforded by the settlement of the strike in South Wales. 
Quotations remain very firm at last week's standard. On the whole, 
the colliers have attended more regularly to their work during the 
last fortnight, but they have scarcely made up the arrears caused by 
the recent strike on the “allowance coal” question. Ironstone is 
firm at 18s, 6d. per statute ton. z ' 

The “Special Rules” prepared by the South Staffordshire coal- 
masters under the Mines Regulation Act, have not been approved 
by Mr. Baker, the Government Inepector of Mines for the dis- 
trict, and it appears that all the time and trouble expended in the 
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matter have been in vain. The circumstance has created a good deal 


of surprise and excitement in the local mining circles. : 
The Mines Drainage Bill, which comes again to-day before the 


House of Lords Committee, will be watched in its progress with | 


much interest and anxiety by the coalmasters and coal consumers of 
South Staffordshire. The opposition that has been aroused is not 
against the principle of the Bill, but only against some of its details, 
and notably against the proposed boundaries of the sub-division of the coal field 
into drainage districts. Undoubtedly, under the present arrangement, thece is 
some ground of complaint as to individual hardship, but we learn that the pro 
moters of the Bill are prepared to make considerable modifications in the clause 
which seems to bear unduly upon individual interests. ; 

A BoULDER FOUND IN A CoaL Sram.—At a recent meeting of 
the Cambridge Philosophical Society, Mr. Bonney read a paper ** Ona Boulder in 
a Coal Seam, South Staffordshire.” The b« *y was found In the 13th coal of tle 
Cannock and Rugeley Colliery —which sea mit 3 vards thick, and probably 
about 200 ft. above the base of the coal tield, which in South Staffordshire rests on 
the upper Silurian rocks. It weighs 13 Ibs. 13% ozs., 
either way, and about 445 in. thick. The rock is very compact grey quartzite, 
which exactly resembles that of the pebbles in the bunter congiomerate of Stafford- 
shire. Hethought it had been brought entangled in the root of a tree. The difi- 
culty was to find whence it came. The bunter pebbles were supposed to have chietly 
come from the Old Red Sandstone rocks of East Scotland, and to have been ori- 

inally derived from much older highly altered rocks, probably rather in the North- 
Vest of Scotland. The general course of the sediment in both the hunter and ear- 
boniferous times was from north-west, and it was probab! 1 ] 
eame from that quarter. 1 principul diieults in that 
the known beds containing similar pe ties to the m ast did not appear likel; 
to have been undergoing denudation in the cirboniferous times. Hence, the author 
thought that with our present knowledge the problem could only be stated and 
not sulved . a =
